Sur interpretation of this statement ic thet an ine 
dividual say be considered a resident of the United States althouch for 
work or for pleasure he may be temporarily residing in a foreign country. 
If this is correst, the only remaining question is that of deternining 
when a Uolted States citizen actually living abroad is net a recident of 
the United States. It is our opiuion that any United States citizen who 
by actions or statements intends to return to the United States after 
eomrletion of a particular fob or a pleasure tour resaine fer the yurvose 
of home leave a regident of the ited States, [t is also ovr opinion 
that a United States sitisen who by statements or actions spparently in- 
tends to remain abroad indefinitely regardless of possibie employment 
with the nited States Covermsent is not within the meaning of paragrep!: 
Se a resident of the United States. If this latter opinion isa cerrect, 
it is assumed that this Agency does not intend to grant home leave te 
United States citisen employees engaged abroad who have lived abroad for 
& coneiderable amount of time and whe apparently intends to ecntinue te 
live abroad.
